President Reagan's decision to

Tha gusli) an ancient Russian 
musical Instrument, was mentio- 
ned for lho first Lima almost o 
thousand and a half years ago. 

Our story la about tho gush 
and the people who have menn 
god to bring Its unique, bewli 
ching sounds back to life. 

In tho pest, the gusli wan a 
popular instrument in Russia 
particularly in the countryside 
where no festivity or wedding 
could take place without Ihr- 
presence ol RusU-ptaycis. 

In time, other airing Instru 
merits, like the balalaika, the 
domra and the guitar, superce- 
ded ibo gusli in popularity. 
Than, tastes switched to the fa- 
mous Russian accordion. In- 
deed, the gusli might woll have 
become an Hem In tho musical 
“Red Data Book' 1 , bad it not 
be&n for Ibo enthusiasts who re- 
fused to allow this charming 
Instrument lo parish. 

Although Ibo Silver Strings 
ensemble was only established 
in .tho GOa, Its leader Tomislav 
Yaitrobov considers to be a suc- 
cessor of the famous Gdovakaya 
S Larina for Gdov Antiques) 
group which was highly popular 
at tho beginning of this century 


(Cklov Is a town in the Pskov 
Region in lha north-west of the 
USSR). 

Tho first major performance 
given by Lho ensemble was de- 
voted to Instrumental music, 
bolh classical and folk mush 
was played. However, It became 
etcar right horn tho beginning 
that in view of tho gusli's pecu 
liar slmcture— with Us 15 strings 
it only covers an octave and a 
half ~ it had but a limited clas 
ileal repertoire and could there 
(oro only be of interest to spe 
clallsls. 

The genuine forte of the in 
strumeni Is folklore songs ant 1 
Russian danco tunes. 

It is hard to talk about music 
for overyone has his own 
Individual perception of this art. 
but Ihs melody produced bylhe 
guall has a particularly boll-Uke 
sound, with o multitude ol mo- 
dulations and a multiplicity of 
musical voices. When listening 
to lho gusli one Is engulfed by 
waves of music. And when a li- 
vely song lu played on (ho in- 
strument, tho volco of the gusli 
gladdens the hoart. 

The group’s new programmo 
la dedicated to lha story of the 
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The Silver Strings gronp. - 

Russian North. It performs old 
Russian songs such jems of Rus- 
sian folklore as "Tne Pedlars", 
'The Moon Is Shining", and "Ko- 
marlnskaya" along with modern 
melodics and songs which have 
been especially transcribed for 
Lho gusli. 

There ate many dances in the 
programme which is penetrated

Apart from the gusli, there are 
a bayou, two balalaikas — a pri- 
me and an alto, a domra and 
percussion Instruments in the 
ensemble. Yet, it Is above all 
the gusli which gives the group 
Hi distinctive touch.
